94  acres  and  contains  barracks,  administration 
buildings,  storage  buildings,  support  buildings, 
vehicle  storagc/maintenance  buildings,  and  a 
motor  park  (Figures  2 and  3). 

A comparative  study  of  KJiYUOLE  photog- 
raphy of  July  1963  and  June  1964  reveals  no 
significant  changes  in  this  installation.
